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Siam and Its Stamps 


IAM, above all countries of the 

East, should appeal to the col- 

lector and the specialist by 

reason of its unique place in 

modern history. Today sees 

the “Land of the White Ele- 
phant” the most westernized and pro- 
gressive country in the southern seas, 
although the “Land of the Free,” as 
its inhabitants call it, is essentially an 
absolute monarchy. 


Occupying the central portion of the 
Indo-Chinese peninsula and bordered 
by Burmah (now in the limelight by 
reason of its prospective new stamp 
issues), Siam, a_ strictly Buddhist 
country, is nearly exactly twice the 
size of Great Britain and Ireland, with 
a total population of over ten millions. 
The capital and chief port is Bangkok, 
a city of 700,000 souls whose chief 
streets are waterways, hence its name 
“The Asiatic Venice.” 


The man responsible for the pro- 
gress and achievements of Siam was 
its late ruler, King Somdetch Phra 
Paraminde Maha Chula Long Korn 
Phra Chula Klao, to use his full name, 
who died in 1910 after a wise and long 
reign lasting forty-two years. This 
far-seeing monarch kept in touch with 
European civilization by sending all 
his family, as well as other cultured 
youth, to England for education, and 
the present King, H.I.M. Prajadhipok, 
a grandson, was at Eton and Oxford. 

Siam, a member of the League of 
Nations, was one of the first to join 
the Allies in the late war, and it is an 
extraordinary coincidence that the 
date of issue of the first stamp was 
August 4th 1883), the day the war 
started, and the date of King Chula- 
longkorn’s Jubilee issue was Novem- 
ber 11th (1908), the finish! 

The postal issues date from August 
4th, 1883, as stated, although in 1881 
the Siamese Government decided to or- 
ganise a local postal service for Bang- 
kok, Pending this organization, which,

owing to absence of railways and suit- 
able transport, was a matter of enorm- 
ous difficulty, arrangement was made 
by H.R.H. Somdetch Phra Choa Nong 
Ya Tho Chao Fa Bhanurangse Swang- 
wonse Krom Hlung Bhanuphandu- 
wongse Wordej, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and brother of the King, with the 
postal authorities of the Straits Settle- 





ments to pass all foreign letters 
through their office. Consequently 
stamps of this Colony were over- 
printed with a large capital “B” for 
“Bangkok.” They first appeared on 
September Ist, 1882, and remained in 
use till they were rendered unneces- 
sary by Siam’s own issue in 1888. 
These overprints are among the rar- 
ities of the country. 





As regards the stamps proper, this 
first issue consisted of five stamps, 
line- or recess-printed by Messrs. 
Waterlow of London, and a more beau- 
tiful or better printed series never 
left the presses of any printer. The 
colours are rich and permanent, and 
examined through a glass the stamps 





look like miniature oil-paintings. They 
are real works of art and in many 
respects stand alone. They were in- 
tended simply for an inland or local 
post, hence the small face value and 
the comparative scarcity of used spe- 
cimens. : 

In 1885 Siam joined the Postal Un- 
ion with a rate of 12 atts for half an 
ounce, and it was now that the value 
of the 1 salung (—16 atts) stamp was 
reduced to 12 atts! it is thought that 
the change of shade took place simul- 
taneously. 

This extension of the postal service 
made the issue of a higher face value 
indispensible, so the 1 solot stamps 
were surcharged 1 tical in red, but 
numerous forgeries soon showed the 
inadvisability of overprinting a low 
value with a higher denomination, 
with a corresponding loss to the rev- 
enue. A complete new set had been 
ordered and was issued in April 1887, 
bearing values in both Siamese and 
English. This set did not, however, 
include a 1 att value, and as inland 
printed matter demanded this rate va- 
rious overprints were made pending 
the arrival of the supply of a new 1 
att stamp from England. The 2 atts, 
having been used for these surcharges, 
soon ran short and further surcharges 
were made of 2 atts on 8 atts. It is 
impossible here to go fully into the 
many surcharges rendered necessary 
by shortages from now onwards, but 
every overprint was a genuine require- 


ment. 

In 1900, thirteen years later, a new 
permanent issue was surface-printed 
in Leipzig, with fresh values, and 
changes of colour in 1904 due to Union 
regulations. A beautiful standard is- 
sue took place next year, and in 1907 
appeared the surcharge of three high 
values on fiscal stamps. 

The death of King Chulalongkorn 
in 1910 necessitated a new series with 
changed currency in that year, rang- 
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ing from 2 satangs to 20 baht, the 
baht being equivalent to 100 satangs 
or Is. 6d. King Vijiravudh was now 
on the throne and had a prosperous 
reign for fifteen years, dying in 1926, 
being succeeded by the present sov- 
ereign, King Prajadhipok. In 1928 
the current issue took place, being 
again recess-printed in London as had 
the previous issues in 1920-26 and also 
the Air Mail series in 1925, this latter 
a unique and beautiful design. 

It is worthy of note that until 1920, 
a period of thirty-seven years, not a 
single error in perforation took place 
—would that many British Colonies 
could hold the same record! 

The cancellations on Siamese stamps 
present many points of interest, al- 
though only essentially six in number. 
They are (1) the usual circular in 
Siamese and English; (2) the circular 
in English only; (3) the bamboo, a 
circular series of small squares used 
by village offices and made with a 
bamboo stamp, presumably because 
steel stamps were not supplied; (4 and 
5) railway and ship cancellations with 
special dies; and lastly, the three wavy 
lines obliteration, similar to our own 
issue at home. This latter, as far as 
I can ascertain, has up to now, only 
been applied to Government corres-

pondence, probably owing to the ex- 
pense of the machine employed. 

A new set of eight values was issued 
on the ist of April to commemorate 
the 150th anniversary of the founding 
of Bangkok, and it coincided with the 
opening of a new memorial bridge 
over the Chao Phraya river, built by 
British labour. These stamps have 
been designed by Prince Narisara and 
were printed in London by Messrs. 
Waterlow & Sons, so I think we may 
be sure that they reach the beauty and 
high standard of the previous stamps 
of Siam. 

Suffice it to say that, for the coi- 
lector of limited means, Siam is an 
ideal country. The number of normal 
stamps issued is only 119, the entirely 
justified surcharges 55, the overprints 
44, making a total of 218, with so- 
called minor varieties 198, a grand 
total of 416. The great majority of 
these can be obtained for a few pence, 
and a_ representative collection of 
beautiful and well-printed stamps can 
be assembled at a very small cost. 


IT COSTS MILLIONS 


An interesting question and answer 
regarding the origin of the Franking 
Privilege comes in a clipping from L. 
T. Broadstone of Superior, Nebraska. 
This privelege which costs the Post- 
office Departments Millions in its an- 
nual deficit may be curtailed if the 
Official Stamps which are mentioned 
in the new Tax Bill are issued. 

Q. How did the privilege of send- 
ing and receiving mail free of postage 
develop? M. T. 

A. This privilege was once enjoyed 
by the President of the United States, 
vice-president, heads of departments, 
senators and representatives, and 
other officials of the Government dur- 
ing their official terms. For a time all 
former Presidents and widows of for- 
mer Presidents also had the right, but 
by an act of 1873 the privilege was 
abolished. By later acts it was con- 
ferred on all officers of the Govern- 
ment in the case of official correspond- 
ence. In 1895 members of Congress 
were allowed this privilege in their 
official correspondence.

NEW CANADIAN STAMPS FOR 
IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 


Commemorative postage stamps 
will be issued in connection with the 
Imperial Conference. Announcement 
to this effect was made from the office 
of Prime Minister R. B. Bennett.

The 
sale is growing each week and as col- 
lectors acquire this new album and 
show it to ther friends, further sales 
are created. The book is a very hand- 
some piece of printing and is an ex- 
cellently arranged volume. It makes 
an ideal album for this beautiful set of 
Washington stamps and the numerous 
pictures and printed notes that are 
supplied for mounting in the book 
permits anyone to work up a small 
specialized collection of this popular 
new set.

In announcing this album and de- 
scribing the possibilities of filling a 
book of over 60 pages with a special- 
ized collection made from a set of but 
twelve stamps and five different en- 
velopes, we called attention to the 
fact that numerous pages might be 
used for precancels of this set and if 
these varieties keep on appearing as 
they have been coming in the past 
couple months, no one should have 
any difficulty in filling the book. 





Already, there is every evidence of 
the horde of made for favor pre- 
cancels that is the bane of precancel 
collecting. If the precancel hobby 
could find a way to combat this curse, 
precancels would be more popular for 
it is without question, a bad thing for 
the hobby to have complete sets of a 
lot of little cross roads towns floating 
around at prices from 50% to 100% 
over face value. This class of material 
is made for sale and collectors who 
foster this class of goods are among 


-|the worst enemies of precancel collect- 


ing. 


We have seen this happen so many 
times with precancels that have be- 
come popular that we feel there should 
be a way of discouraging these leeches 
who make a practice of handling these 
stamps. 


There is a way to discourage this 
class of traders and for our part we 
are going to adopt that plan. It is 
simply to refuse to pay over face value 
for the sets. In picking up the lower 
values one will probably have to pay 
a bit over face for most of them yet 
when one gets to the 4c value, there 
is little or no excuse for paying over 
face value and many of them should 
be available at below face value. 


Let other collectors of these stamps 
take this same resolution and this 
practice will be broken up or at least 
badly discouraged. 


For our own part, we are not regu- 
lar precancel collectors. We have just 
taken a fancy to a small lot of these 
stamps for inclusion in a Bicentennial 
collection and we are certain that we 
can get all we will want without pay- 
ing over face value for them and we 
intend to get them in that manner. 


THINGS ARE Undercurrents in the 
LOOKING UP Philatelic World would 
seem to indicate con- 
tinued activity on the part of col- 
lectors through the coming months. 
This activity and interest on the part 
of collectors is of course brought about 
by the present prospects for new 
stamps, both postage and revenue, 
that will come as a result of the huge 
tax bill that has recently been enacted. 
Activity on the part of collectors 
calls for activity on the part of the 
dealer for the live dealer is ever alert 
to gather new customers and keep 
them on his books. Taken as a whole 
the outlook for the summer months is 
not bad. We predict a summer of 
activity both among collectors and the 
dealers.

U. S. Air Rates 

Effective July 6th, 1932, under the 
new revenue law, air mail postage has 
been increased to 8 cents for the first 
ounce and 13 cents for each additional 
or fraction. The rates to Porto Rico 
and Virgin Is. remains at 10 cents 
each half ounce, and Canal Zone 20 
cents for each half ounce, not having 
been changed. The P. M. G. also says 
that while the public is becoming ac- 
quainted with these new rates for a 
short time short-paid air mail, having 
at least 5 cents prepaid postage, will 
be dispatched postage due. So that 
some covers you have mailed out 
which are due to be mailed soon after 
July 6th, will reach you postage due. 
This will probably mean new 8 cent 
and 13 cent air mail stamps.
